Iran vows no oil 
for U.S. backers

WASHINGTON (AP) - The Un- 
ited States called on major grain 
exporting nations Saturday to Iwk 
its decision to halt shipment of 17 
million tons of grain to the Soviet 
Union in retaliation for its in- 
tervention in AfghanisUn. 

I' Undersecretary of 
Agriculture Dale Hathaway arrived 
at a meeting of grain exporters at 
the State Department and told 
reporters that the countries would 
discuss our own actions and 
parallel actions .. . to make sure the 
I S. grain is not repJacal ' 
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The Soviets, who want the grain 
to feed livestock in order to in- 
crease the meat supply for its 
citizens, probably could make up 
toe impending shortfall created bv 
the U S. embargo if it can find 
willing sellers 

U.S. officials estimate there are 
as many as 100 million Ions of gram 
stockpiled outside the United 
Stales, much of it in small 
countries. 

Among the major gram exporting 
nations, only Argaitina has said it 
will not cooperate with the United 
Stotes David Lacroze, chairman of 
the Argentine National Grain 
Board, made no statemoit to re- 
porters as he arrived at Saturday s 
meeting 

Argentina, who does not require 
Its gram exporters to report where 
they sell their products, i.s expected 
to have 12 million tons ot gram and

These are the culpriU who set in 
motion the events which have re- 
sulted in the imprisonment of 50 
American hostages in Tehran and the 
enslavement of an entire nation. 
Afghanistan, by invading hordes of 
Russians 

It all started in 1974 when former 
Sen Harold Hughes of Iowa and the 
late Rep Leo Ryan of California 
tacked an amendment on to the 
Foreign Assistance Act which re- 
quires the CIA to inform Congress of 
its secret operations. The amend- 
ment was approved without hearings 
following a long period of con- 
gressional and media criticism of 
alleged CIA excesses In its covert 
operations 

Subsequent to that irresponsible 
action by Congress, the CIA has been 
handcuffed Recognizing that to in 
form Congress of its secret oper.i 
tions is the same as announcing its 
activities over CBS, NBC, ABC and 
in the Washington Post and New 
York Times, the Cl A adopted a low 
profile. 

This laid the groundwork for the 
Iranian revolution in which the shah 
was ousted and the Ayatollah Kho- 
meini elevated to power 


Without the shah and his strong 
ttnlilarv force in Iran the Soviet 
Lmon could not resist the temptation 
to invade Afghanistan and spread 
communism several hundred miles 
closer to the oil-nch Persian Gulf 

These developments will probably 
( onlinue so long as the CIA is leashed 
h> Congress and maligned by the 
liberal media 

\ studv published this past week 
by the Kthics and Public Policy 
Center accurately notes that the CI.A 
has almost been put out of business 
b> the 1974 law giving every member 
of Congress potential veto power 
over clandestine operations 

The study points out that under the 
terms of the Hughes-Ryan amend- 
ment »» senators and congressmen 
arc in a position to be informed 
ahout covert operations However. 

ds a practical matter, this means 
that about 25 staff members share in 
this information and. under the rules 
of the two houses, any individual 
member who wants to know about 
such operation may have access to 
the mtorniation as well 

Since it IS common knowledge that 
scores of congreaimen and even 
more congressional staffers still 
Ignorantly maintain the CIA and FBI 
on the top of their hit list, there is 
for all practical purposes no such 
thing as a clandestine operation any 
longer — for which the KGB, among 
others, is most appreciative

Iowa - A 
strangely bland Sen. Edward M. 
Kennedy failed to generate the 
excitement that his supporters 
here prayed for from his five- 
day swing through rural Iowa — 
a failure that not only menaces 
him in the Jan 21 Iowa De- 
mocratic caucuses but also 
clouds his entire challenge to 
President Carter 

Kennedy s late-starting, 
smoothly-functioning Iowa or- 
ganization has nullified Carter's 
head start in the stale's 
mciropolitar Teas Bui lo 
counter Cai't- - advantage 
planted in rural counties by his 
1976 salur.iMon campaign. 
Kennedy neeued a galvanic ef- 
fect from his swing - to con- 
vince county Democrats sus- 
picious of the Eastern seaboard 
liberal to devote a night in the 
dead of winter to opposing their 
party's incumbent president. 

Kennedy did not approach 
that goat. In toning down his 
delivery to small-town Iowa 
stonderdi. he became bland By 
steering clear of long-beld 
liberal positions, he lost con- 
viction. Amid central Iowa's 
Mioin occurred toe spectacle of 
a bbriog Kennedy campnign for 


Even so. Kennedy's 
metropolitaa strength, plus lack 
of enthusiasm for the preudent. 
may prevent a Carter runaway , 
bad country roads might even 
sneak Kennedy ahead But 
whatever ha^wns here Jan 21. 
Teddy among the Hawkeyes 
showed he still presents no 
politically effective rationale 
tor challenging the president 

When Kennedy arrived in 
Iowa Jan. 7. there were signs 
that the absent Carter’s Ira- 
nian-spawned popularity, sus- 
tained by Afghanistan, was 
lading. Carter operatives con- 
fessed sighting a Kennedy re- 
surgence. fueled by two pre- 
sidential actions the Iowa de- 
bate cancellation and the Soviet

However, the real question is 
whether Kennedy energized 
those 175 signers to attend 
caucuses for him He certainlv 
did not follow Tom Whitney s 
advice on Iran and Afghanistan 
The senator and his strategists 
remain paralyzed on how to 
criticiae the president in time ol 
crisis. While telling audiences 
“we have been lurching from 
crisis to crisis. " Kennedy 
quickly changed the subject 

Nor did he frontally attack the 
grain embargo as Carter 
backers had expected Kennedy 
might have been thrown off by 
public criticism of his stand 
from an important Iowa 
suporter. Farmers Union leader 
Lowell Gose On ihe next 
morning with prices dropping in 
reopened commodity 

exchanges. Kennedy ignored the 
embargo in his first stop and 
addressed it but sluggishly the 
rest of the day 


What he did say was 
and conversational, not faintly 
reminiscent of Kennedy's 
characteristic stentorian, 
dramatic style Criticized for 
shrillness in early visits to 
Iowa, he was cautiously re- 
straining himself.
